Reformed ones, have at all times, in their h 
Adverſities and Perſecutions, rhere mer with a ſignal Re- 
ception, and afſiſtaxce ; which is manifeſt to the whole world, 
and both the French and Netherlandiſh Nations, do moſt 
gratefully acknowledge, and cannot fuſficiently praiſe for 
the ſame, Wherefore: being fallen into theſe infortunate 
times, wherein the Proteſtant Cauſe ( as well in relation to 
the Eccleſraftical as Temporal affairs) ſeems not only to be

induced.to believe, thar your Highneff, (as the moo. 
| | att. 
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boaſt will afford them relief, and affiſt them to carry on 
their unlawful deſignes, ſince they abound and proceed with 
ſo much violence, and injuftice ; converting their own 
Means, and Forces, and the affiftances which rhey receive 
from others, to the prejudice, Ruine, and utter detriment of the 
Church ; an to the _— of the publike peace tn all parts. 
And as we have been informed, cheſe implacable Ene- 
mics of the Proteſtant Religion, make uſe of rhe prerence 
of Religion, andurge, that their deſigne is againft the Catho- 
licks, and chiefly againſt the Houſe of Auftr:a, who ſhould 
have an intent ro maſter the Ports of. the Baltick Sea, as they 
moſt maliciouſly give. our; and do even ſlander us, in thar 
we ſhould have mate 'a League with the Catholtkes againſt the 
Proteſtants. But as all men know, the War is waged be- 
tween the Dares and the Swedes, both of them, of the E _ 
tical Profeſſion 3 and if the Emperor will not permit the 
Swedes to deprive' the King of Denmark, and himſelf of 
Holſtein, (which is an unqueſtionable part of rhe Germaz 
Empire,and whereof he is the Supream Lord ) bur by che 
Forces which he: hath ſent doth Finder the fame, doth he 
any thing thereby, ſave what belongs to a good, pious, and 
Chriſtian Prince > and ſhould he.omir the ſame, would he 
notbe guilty of deſerting the defence of his Territories, and 
the negle& of that duty which is committed to him by God? 
And it we, as a Member, do aflift him the Head, herein, in 
each others defence, do we any thing hereby bur our duty ? 
and mizhr we not be accuſcd of deſerting our Countreys i & 
fence ſhould we nor joyn therein > _ | 
Theſe, and no other, are the AuFr:an,and our Intentions, 
and Reſolutions ; and if happily there chance ro be any o- 
ther Diſſentions berween the Houſe of Auſtria, and other 
Kings, States, and Commonwealths, they relate not ar all 
to this buſineſs 3: nor do the like contentions, which others 
may have with the 'Houſe of Auſtria , concern the Romaz 
Empire, and its Chief : Nor is ie juſt that any obſtacles ang 
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be made, on this account, as Impedimentsto theſe fo pious, 
honeſt, and neceſſary Endeavours, For it is fo far from the 
Intencions /of his  /mperial Majeſty, to deprive any one of 
| their Ports, or Havens, as that he doth not ſo much as lay 

claim to the leaſt part of any of them ; He hath ſenr tns 
Forces to reſtore unts the right owners, that which belongs 
unto then 3 nat to bereave them of their goods, or poſlcfh- 
ons:: Ar inflance whereof may appear by the Iſle of Alſen, not _ 
fo ſoon taken from the Swedes,as reftored to the King of Denmark, 
zts true Lord and owner 5 that be might take the Defence thereof 
por bimſelf, that ſo thoſe commodiaus Ports and Haveus, which 
are ſo aduantagiouſly ſeated on the Baltick Sea; might only be im- 
powred, and defended by Daniſh Guarriſons, | | 

And whar needs there any further conteſt of words here- 

On ? colne we to the matrer it ſe'f ; Let the King of : Swedes 
therefore reftore that which be hath anjuſily and violently taken 5 
Let him make amends for the.. Loſſes which we and others have 
Suſtamed by his means : Let him give ſecarity that he will not 
henceforth 1#vade others, as he hath lately dare the Poles, the 
Danes, and the Curlaxder : and we ſhall in hike manner take 
care, that none of the Emperors, or of the aflociared Forces 
ſhall at any ime be brought into the Field, ormadeuſe of 
againſt any of the Neghbouring, or orher ports whatſoever. 
Nor ſhall they need to fear the leaſt obſtruftion in the Trade 
from theſe parts ; ſince it concerns us chiefly, thar rhe Com- 
metrce be free, incouraged, and augmented 3 Neither do we 
ſee haw all. this can be a fethn 28 any ſpecdier means, 
fave, That all things be reftored to the ſame ſtate and condition as 
they were before the beginuing of all theſe Daniſh troubles; which 
1sthe thing we ſhall mainly endeavour to compaſle. _—
